Sir John Clorworthy, Sir William Lews, and Mayor 
Generall Maſſey,Sir Willam#zYaler, and Mr. Glyn by 
combination aforefaid; did of their own accord with- 
out the knowledpe or direfion of the Houſe, on the 
fixt. day of Pune Taft being Sabborth day, without ſum- 
moning a Committee, command thoſe forces back a- 
gain as far as Redding, with an evill intefe to draw. for- 
ces together to beget a new. war in England, 
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That the faid Sir ?obn (YotWorthy in proſecution of 
the dcſignes in the faid generall charges expreſſed, 
hath in the year 1642, 1643, 1644. and ſince, conver. 
ted ſeveral great ſums of mony (which by ſeveral Or- 
ders of Parliament, and of the 1r;/5 Committee were 
deſigned for the reliefe of Ire/and) to his own parti- 
cular uſe, namely the ſumme of 280. i, which by Or- 
der of both Houſes dated the eleventh of February, 
1642. was tO be paid for 20.
